tenant Colonel Smith’s regiment and 
the artillery warmly for four hours, 
maintaining one of the most stublsirn 
resistances of the campaign. 
But the 
Americans are indebted to the usual 
poor markmanship of the Filipinos as 
well as to their own strategy for their 
email losses, 
There have been several small fights 
lear Balniag and Quinta in which the 
Americans won. but by no great odds. 
in tho brushes between the Filipino* 
iud the Americans during three da vs 
the Americans lost several men, while 
the Filipinos'loss was heavy. 
Of these 
operations the Associated Press corre­ 
spondent was permitted to solid only an 
inadequate dispatch, dictated verbatim 
by Major General Otis. 
The censor 
writes stereotyped official phrases and 
adjectives into the dispatches tending 
to magnify the American operations 
and to minimize the opposition. 
General Otis says newspapers are not 
public institutions, but private enter­ 
prises, and the correspondents are only 
here on sufferance.
